APPOINTMENT OF MARSEALS IN CITIES.

AN ACT to Provide for the Alp&ointment of Marshals in Cities of 8. F. e,
the First Class. |[Additional Code, Chapter 1V, Title 10.]

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

Secrion 1. The mayors of cities of the first class organjzed
under the general incorporation laws of the state and having a
population of not less than twenty-two thousand and three hun-
dred by the United States census of 1880 shall subject to the Mayor 1o
approval of the city council, appoint a marshal who shall be 3PRSint
ex-officio chief of police, and shall hold his office at the pleasure
of the mayor. e marshal so appointed shall have all the
powers conferred by the statutes of the state and ordinances of
the city on the chief of police and the marshal, except the ap-
Eointment of deputy marshals, and shall perform the duties of Marshals

oth offices. He may designate ome or more membeérs of the POVe™
regular police force of the city to act as deputy marshals, and May appoint
such designated policemen shall have all powers now conferred “°*"
on deputy marshals. .

Sgc. 2. All acts or parts of acts in conflict herewith are Repealing
hereby repealed. clanse.
